Fly fishing is often referred to ae | 
a lost art. 
How could this be true when so 
many anglers have never found it? 
You can’t lose something you don’t 
have, any more than you can come 
back from some place you haven’t 
been. 
But those who don’t fly fish sure 
miss a lot of fun. 
Many an expert fisherman wa* 
brought up with a fly rod and reel 
in his hand. He knows the thrill that 
comes from popping a little hug on 
top of the water at a far distant 
spot, or dragging a fly across a quiet 
area in the lake, or the sudden tug 
of a trout as it tags that insect in a 
fast moving stream. 
Fly fishing is an art. It takes time 
to master the technique, but it is a 
most rewarding outdoor pleasure. 
Perhaps the reason why so few 
anglers are fly fishing today is de­ 
velopment of the closed-face spinning 
reel. This device, which came into 
being in the late 40’s has so simpli- 
ied angling, and particularly the 
accuracy of artificial bait casting, 
oat seldom do people try to master 
(ae art of fly fishing. 


A beginner, with little or no ex­ 
perience and a very short period of 
training, 
soon 
becomes mn 
adept 
angler 
with 
the 
spinning 
reel— 
especially the closed-face model. It 


“birdsnest” and casts easily and ac­ 
curately. 
The open-face, bail-tvpe spinning 
reel (which came to this country 
from France in the 50’s) did much 
to introduce thousands to the pleasure 
of angling. But because it virtually 
simplified everything the closed-face 
gear tempted many to give it a try. 
Seasoned 
fresh-water 
fishermen 
who have learned by experience to 
properly bandle the okl standby— 
the spool-type bait-casting reel—are 
in most cases ‘‘the lunker landers.” 
The reason is two-fold. They have the 
expertise, the experience and also the 
gear that is designed to handle the 
larger fresh water fish with ease. 
If you are dubious as to what rig 
you might like best, start with the 
least 
complicated—the 
closed-face 
spinning gpel. Ifs the easiest to 
master, possibly the cheapest to buy, 
and can be used for most everything 
from the tiny perch to a five or six 
pound bass—and even does a pretty 
good job of landing the little speckled 
trout and the small kings in the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
One thing we would heartily recom­ 
mend is— when you make your de­ 
cision as to the outfit you want to 
learn to use—stick with it until you 
master it well. Don’t try to learn 
them ail at once. You’fl find that very 
frustrating. Keep in mind the old 
saying ‘‘Jack of ail trades and master

An e x p e c t a n t m o th e r ’s 
teeth m ay need extra atten­ 
tion. Gums have a tendency 
to bleed more at this time. 
She should make an appoint­ 
ment early in pregnancy and. 
above all. let the dentist know 
that she is pregnant. 
Exercise is very important. 
Walking is the simplest form 
and available to all. There is 
a difference between walking 
for the fun of it and walking 
while working.
